THE PATE DE FOIE GRAS. 


HISTORY OF THIS DELICATE DISH 


SO POPULAR IN FRANCE 


Death of IN Greatest Makei—How the 


Goose Liters Are Made Fat—Apocryphal 
Story of Dumas—Tile Famons Tics of 
^trashurg—Givinjf Tliem a Soul. 


At Colniar, in Alsace, died in lus 71st 


rear a worthy bourgeois named Jean 
Jlangold, who, in the opinion of all save 
some members of the medical profession, 
deferred well, not only of his own coun- 
try, but of tho whole world. Colmar, 
the antique Columbaria of tho Romans, 
next to btrasburg, is unsurpassed for the 
fabrication of "pates de foie gras." The 
friends of the late M. Mangold, indeed, 
who was for many years the leading 
pastry cook at Colmar, claim that his 
pics were even superior to those made at 
Strasburg. M. Jlangold was a poet to 
boot, and composed a large number of 
local idyls, satiies. \ audevilles and gongs 
for music. But it will be with his pie.s, 
and not with his poems in his hand that 
he will probably go down to postesity. 


It might be dcbirable in the outset to 


stigmatize as wholly apocryphal the story 
to which Alcxandre Dumas the older, in 
his "Dictioimairo de Cuisine," lias given 
currency ;n to tho horrible tortures in- 
flicted on tho Al.satian geese in order to 
fatten their livers to the degree required 
by the pastry cooks. Starting with the 
postulate that tho liver of the bird can 
only be fattened by the tumefaction of 
that organ, and that for pie making pur- 
poses the goose livers should bo teu, or 
twelve times tho normal size, tho author 
of "Monte Cristo" goes on to say that 
the wretched bipeds are nailed by their 
web feet to boards, that their eyes are 
put out, and that they aro incessantly 
stuffetl with pounded nuts and deprived 
of water. 


STUFFING THE LIVE BIRDS. 


Another alarmist, improving on Alex- 


andra Dumas, asserts that tho nailed 
down geese are placed before a raging 
file and allowed to drink as much water 
as they like, thus leading to enlarge- 
ment of the liver. As a matter ot fact, 
the birds, like capons and turkeys, are 
no 
doubt 
systematically crammed, 


usually with "a paste made of Indian 
corn and millet; but there is no more 
truth in the wild stories of the nailed 
down feet, the blinding and the semi- 
roasting in front of an ardent fire than 
there is in tho tales that turtle soup is 
made of conger eel and the.sauco called 
sov from cockroaches. 


Toulouse, in the south of France, Euf- 


fec, in tiio ('harente and Nerae, in the 
Bordelais, have in modern times, rivaled 
Strasburg and Colrnar in tho making of 
"pates de foie gras;" and there are culin- 
ary antiquaries who maintain that 
pasties of fatted goose livers aro a 
Uallo-Roman survival of Apician origin. 
The mode of fattening the geese was 
somewliat cruel. The birds were cooped 
in solitary confinement in very narrow 
cages; three times a day they were 
gorged with maize, and, on tho twenty- 
s>ecoud day of cramming, <t spoonful of 
poppy oil was added to the corn; water 
was freely given them, but it was always 
mixed with sweet wort from 
the 


brewery. At tho end of forty-two days 
tho goose became so fat as to be in dan- 
ger ot suffocation and was therefor* 
killed. Its proper weight should then be 
about sixteen pounds, out of which tho 
liver should weigh thirty-two ounces. 
Another quicker but more equivocal way 
of fattening the geese was to mix anti- 
mony with tho larinaceous paste with 
which the birds were crammed. 


UOW TO MAKE THE PIE. 


At Strasburg the construction of a pato 


is a serious and oven solemn affair. 
Six 


fattened livers are the ordinary pabulum 
for a pie; they must first bo washed in 
many •« aters and then parboiled, and are 
next scrupulously trimmed so as to free 
them from all fibrous substance and from 
any matter approaching bitterness in 
flavor. Each In or is then cut in two, 
and, out of the dozen, three aro chosen 
to be beaten in a mortar and passed 
through a sieve with bacon, shalots, 
parsley and mushrooms, t-o as to make o 
"farce," or forcemeat, which is boilod, 
and forms the basis of the pie. Tho other 
half livers are then larded with the finest 
Perigord truffles, cut in the shape of 
dice, and the contents of tho pieareuiado 
to consist of layers of liver, truffles and 
forceme.it. TV o hours aro sufficient to 
bake th>; dainty dish, fit to be bet before 
a whole congress of kings and omper us. 
When the pie is withdrawn from tho 
oven the top crust should bo delicately 
lifted and a large glass of Madeira poured 
into the interior. Then it should bo her- 
metically closed, so us to be fit to lie at 
once, packed and dispatched to the utter- 
most ends of the earth. 


It remains, however, to show how 


these famous pies came to be made at 
Strasburg and Colmar at all 
Only 100 


years have elapsed since tho French 
military governor of tho province of 
Alsace, Marshal de Contades, brought 
with him to Strasburg as cook a Gor- 
man by the name of Close. Alsace was 
already remaikablo for it "terrinps" of 
fat goose livers, which were preserved in 
earthen pipkins with a layer of clarified 
butter under tho cover. 
They were 


somewhat rudely prepaied, and lacked 
one supreme accessoiy. 
The artistic 


Close practically exclaimed, "Pipkin, 
thou Shalt become a pic!" He discarded 
the earthen jar and imprisoned the rich 
liver? in a casket of pie orast. "The body 
is there," continued tho enthusiastic 
chef, "we must now give it a soul;'' and 
he found a spiritual element for his pie 
in tho exciting perfume of the Pen- 
gordian truflie. Close, the Xorrnan, must 
assuredly be considered us the inventor 
of the Strasburg pie. — London Daily 
News

1's.os of Old Shoes. 


Aii Auiciican who has been IraveluiK 


in Europe thus describes the industrial 
uses of old boots and bhoes which are 
thrown out into tho streets and into ash 
pits: 
After being collected they are 


i ipped open, and the leather is subjected 
to a tieatinent which renders it a pliable 
mass, fiom which a kind of artistic 
leather is derived. Tins in appearance 
resembles tho best leather of Cordova. 
In tho United States patterns are stamped 
on this, winlo in France it is used to 
cover trunks and boxes. The old boots 
and shoes are olso treated in another 
way by v Inch they are converted Into 
new ones. 
The prisoners in Cen- 


tral Franco are 
employed 
in this 


way, 
the old shoes coming chiefly from 


Spam. Thev are taken to pieces as be- 
fore, the nails being all removed, and the 
leather is soaked in order to soften it. 
The upper* for children's shoes are then 
cut from it. Tho eoles are also used, for 
from the smaller pieces of the leather of 
tho old soles, the so called Louis XIV 
heels for ladies' shoes aro made from the 
larger and thinner pieces. Tho old nails 
are also put to use, for by means of mag- 
nets the iron nails and the tacks and 
brads are separated and sold. The con- 
tractors of the military prisons at Mont- 
pelier eay that these nails alono pay for 
the old shoes. Nothing now remains but 
the scraps, and these have also their 
value, for they are much sought after by 
certain specialists for agricultural pur- 
poses.—New York Mail and Express. 


A Dog's Suicide. 


In New York a dog committed suicide 


by jumping off a ferryboat. The owner, 
an old woman, asked a policeman to de- 
bim at tho dock until she got aboard, 
but as soon as the boat started the dog 
jumped for tho deck, and, by a great 
sfiort, succeeded in pulling himself on 
board. Then he ran through the women's 
cabin with his nose to the floor, and 
found his mistress on the forward deck. 
His stumpy tail bobbed so fast that it 
was almost invisible, and if a dog ever 
laughed he did. The old woman was 
angry. Sho scolded him as though he 
had been stealing meat, and his tail 
gradually stopped wagging, while his 
bead sank lower and lower.

two men, one triumphant, the. other 
downcast, in the peasant's garden.
